HISTORY TOLD BY COINS. 


A Numlnmatfat'* Idea Conc«mlnc V»riaofl 


New Dwilfut on AU Money. 


Let U3 look at the knowledge ot a nu- 


mismatist in the history of all nations. 
IIpw glibly he will tell you that euch and 
mich a king lived in auch a year. He 
will recognize at a glance the lineaments 
of Cleopatra, Julius Ceeaar, Antonlua or 
any of the ancient worthies, and of more 
modern days he ia familiar with the his- 
tory of the dynasties of all the reigning 
families. Why? Simply from his study 
of tlie effigies of those rulers depicted 
upon Ihe coinage of their countries. 
What would we know of many oriental 
statea were it flot for their respective 
coinage? What would we know of many 
kings and emperors? What assurance 
have we of the duration of many histor- 
ical eras? The answer ia by the history 
»s depicted upon the coins of various 
countries. 
Rome had her iihraries, so 


had Greece. War and fire destroyed 
their archives, and hut for the coinage 
of the times our knowledge of the exist- 
fnce of such countries would be slight 
Indeed. Then, if in the course of cen- 
lurles hence history should repeat itself, 
und the written history of our days be 
destroyed, would our coinage teach the 
people of that era anything of our his- 
tory? No. From tlie uncouth designs 
upon our coinage we would be taken for 
barbarians. Then, I say, let us have a 
coinage that will teach all nations until 
the end of time that we were a great and 
glorious nation. And how may we do 
this? By adopting suitable designs for 
our coinage. 


I would advocate that one series of 


coins, say the half dollar pieces, should 
be struck bearing the effigies of our 
presidents, commencing by issuing 1,- 
800,000 pieces bearing the head of Wash- 
ington, then issuing each six months 
following as many bearing the effigy of 
each president until we arrive at the 
present time. After this, to carry out 
the idea, a series should be issued during 
the administration of each president. 
By so doing you will teach your children 
and your children's children the history 
of their country more readily and effect- 
ively than by any other means, and leave 
imperishable monuments of these- links 
in the history of our country. 
Ask any 


one how many presidents we have had, 
iiow long they were at the head of the 
administration, how many could answer 
the question? Had we a coinage, one as 
I have described, almost every one would 
liava a collection of the coins bearing 
'fflgies and inscriptions stating the dura- 
tion of their administration, which would 
Familiarize them with our history. 


I then say let ua have a coinage bear- 


ing the effigies of our presidents. I am 
sure there is nothing antagonistic to a 
republican sentiment in this, for we have 
paper money displaying portraits of our 
presidents and great men; also on our 
postage stamps. Can we hope that in 
},000 years from now any of these paper 
uenientoes will be in existence? No; but 
a coin laats forever, for surely we have 
coins extant that were issued six centu- 
ries before Christ. If you are skeptical 
examine any good collection of coins 
and you will find more than one of that 
age, and some of the Eighth century be- 
'ore Christ, and even older. Therefore 
we now reasonably expect our coinage 
would be extant six centuries in the fut- 
are. 


Show an ancient coin to auutnismatist; 


16 will not only tell you the name of the 
ting or emperor during whoso reign it 
was issued, the history of tlie country, 
)Ut, wliat is more to the point, he will 
tell you to what degree of urtihtic refine- 
ment and civilization that country had 
rrived, whether its prosperity was on 
the increase or not, and how, simply by 
he purity of the metal used and the ex- 
cellence of the die. I am sure we excel in 
ikillfulness of die cutting and designing. 


This new coinage would also fainiliar- 


ze tho world with the greatness of our 
country for all time to come. Should we 
ssue, say 1,000,000 coins of tlie denomina- 
ion of fifty cents or of twenty-five cents, 
low many would be in circulation in one 
year? I would venture to say none. They 
would find their way to every nook and 
corner of the globe, be preserved in rnu- 
eumsand private collections all over the 
vorld, and even the little Hindoo and 
Ihinese boy centuries hence would as 
eadily tell their contemporaries all about 
Jeorge Washington, the first president 
>f the United States, of President Lin- 
olii and of our present president, and 
ihe entire series, and would be as famil- 
ar with the history of the present era of 
he United States aa that of their own 
ra and country.—Paul E. Beckwith in 
Washington Star.

I.AltOK MATTERS. 


LONDON, June 3.—The Londo'n Cham- 


ber of Commerce is maturing a schems 
.vhich it is expected will reduce the 
aumbor of strikes in a great measure 
and ultimately abolish that method of 
settling disputes between employer and 
ind employes. Tho plan contemplates 
the formation of a "conciliation com- 
oittee," half of which is to be com- 
x>sed of employes engaged" in the vari- 
jus trades and half of master employ- 
;rs representing the loading industries. 
This committee it is proposed to divide 
nto twelve groups for the purpose of 
jonvcnii'iicii, and any dispute incapable 
->f settlement by one of these sub- 
divisions is to bo referred to the full 
jommittee. The plan meets with the 
favor of tho trades unions and the mas- 
ters, and it is not likely any difficulty 
will he experienced in obtaining the 
unqualified consent of both to abide by 
tho final decisions of the committee. 


Tho recent strikes among the tailors 


•)t London, and tho probability that 
there may bo another at an early date, 
have induced the mastjr tailors of Glas- 


iv to import a number of workmen 


under contract from Germany. Eight 
nt the largest tailoring establishments in 
Glasgow have formed a syndicate with 
the object of overcoming any strike that 
may occur among their workmen. One 
liundrod men have already boen engaged 
at Hamburg under a contract binding 
them to work steadily for ono year at a 
weekly stipend of thirty shillings (87.50). 
The syndicate pays their expenses to 
Glasgow, and guarantees that a week's 
work shall ho only fifty-four hours. 
It 


is expected that many more will be im- 
ported, and it is quite likely that ths 
movement will extend to London. 


Arrangements are proceeding satis- 


factorily for the demonstration to be 
hold in Hyde 1'ark on .lune 7 against 
the Compensation for I'uhlicans or En- 
dowment and Pension bill as it is now 
called. A whole army of members of 
Parliament will speak, and numerous 
public bodies have signified their inten- 
tions to bo present. 


VOI.U.NT.VltV INniKASF. OP WAGES. 


Tho Outness browing company has 


voluntarily added a shilling a week to 
tho wages of each of its employes, sup- 
plementing the announcement with the 
statement that the prosperity of the 
company's business justifies its sparing 
the increase. 
This increase of wages, 


made quite unexpectedly and without 
solicitation, will add the sum of £7,000 
a year to tbe company's pay roll, and 
incalculably increase its prosperity as 
well as that of its products with tbe 
working class.

DEATH OF ELDER NORTHOUTT. 


A Pioneer Christian Minister Called 


Home. 


Elder A. D. Nortbuutt, an old pioneer 
ittler in this county, died at bis resi- 


dence in Blue Mound at 4 o'clock a. m. 
oo Tuesday, Jane 3, of paralysis of the 
stomach and throat, after ten days illness. 
Deceased waa born near Mt. Sterling, 
Montgomery county, Kentucky, on Sept. 
11,1813. When 22 years of age he mar- 
ried a Miss Hathaway, and in 1835 they 
moved to this etate and settled in Mos- 
quito township, Christian county, near 
the Moses Stafford farm, where ha fol- 
lowed farming and preaching the gospel. 
In 1845 his wife died, leaving three chil- 
dren and on Jane 2, 1850, he married 
Mary I. Hammer, only living sister of 
Justice William L. Hammer, of Decatur, 
who survives him. 
There were seven 


children by tbe last marriage, four sons 
and three daughters, all of whom are liv- 
ing. The deceased followed farming un- 
til about 12 years ago, when he sold his 
his farm and bought property in Blue 
Mound, where he has since devoted all 
of his time to preaching, the most of his 
time being occupied at the Saundera 
church and the Dingman church, both 
near Niantic, and at Shaw's Point, Ma- 
ooupin county. 
He waa pastor of the 


Deoatur church one year. 
The funeral 


will take place at tbe Christian church 
at 10 a. m. to-morrow. 
Dr. A. O. Foster 


will preach the funeral sermon and the 
remains will be taken to Long Point 
Diogman'si grave-yard, near Niantio, for 
burial, it being his request that he should 
be buried there.

]'\e kept it up ever since. Ten miles a 
day hummer and winter, unless during 
a hard storm, and look at me! One hun- 
dred and eighty pounds, the appetite of 
an ostrich, and not a day's sickness in 
ten ) ears.
